Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  a  report  of  an  examination  and  audit  of  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Town  of  Hollis,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1969,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as 
part  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  audit  reports  provided  must  be  given  the  Town  Clerk 
as  part  of  the  permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Fire 
Department,  Conservation  Commission,  Social  Library,  Recreation 
Commission  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  December  31,  1968  and  December  31, 
1969:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheests  as  of  December  31,  1968  and 
December  31,  1969,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein, 
the  Surplus  of  the  Town  increased  by  $6,778.08  in  1969,  from 
$21,805.52  at  December  31,  1968  to  $28,583.60  at  December  31, 
1969. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition: 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  during  the  year  is 
made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein.  These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Estimated 
and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibit  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures  - 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1969,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget 
summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of 
$4,052.73,  plus  a  revenue  surplus  of  $8,125.35,  resuhed  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $12,178.08. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1969,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of 
the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1969,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit 
B-2. 

Trust  Funds:  (Exhibit  I) 

The  activity  in  the  accounts  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  during 
the  year  is  disclosed  in  Exhibit  I,  Summary  of  Trust  Fund  Principal, 
Income  and  Investments. 

Municipal  Debt:  (Exhibit  J) 

A  statement  of  the  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  of  the 
Town  as  of  December  31,  1969,  showing  annual  debt  service  require- 
ments, is  contained  in  Exhibit  J. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  pubUc  funds  were  examined  and 
audited  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and 
accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 
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Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  of  May  14, 
1970,  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amount  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed 
taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are,  therefore,  subject  to  any  changes 
which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  the  verification  notices.  Tax 
collections  from  January  1,  1970  to  May  14,  1970,  were  traced  from 
the  Collector's  cash  journals  to  the  tax  warrants.  The  Collector's 
remittances  to  the  Treasurer  during  this  period  were  verified.  A  count  of 
cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Collector  as  of  May  14,  1970,  was  also  made. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabilities) 
increased  by  $4,178.08  in  1969,  from  $34,805.52  to  $38,983.60,  as 
shown  herewith:

1968  Appropriation  For  Acquisition  of  Fire  Truck  Not  In  Compliance 
With  Municipal  Budget  Law: 

As  indicated  in  Exhibit  A-3  (statement  of  appropriations  and 
expenditures),  capital  reserve  funds  were  expended  in  1969,  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  new  fire  truck,  pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the 
Town  Meeting  of  1968. 

In  this  connection,  we  found  that  the  voters  could  not  legally  vote 
on  this  item,  inasmuch  as  although  the  aforementioned  purpose  or 
proposal  was  made  in  the  1968  Town  Warrant  (Articles  10  &  11),  the 
amount  and  purpose  of  the  appropriation  was  not  mentioned  in  the 
posted   budget   as   submitted  by  the  budget  committee.   R.S.A.   32:8 
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prohibits  the  appropriation  of  funds  for  any  purpose  not  included  in  the 
budget  prepared  by  the  budget  committee. 

In  order  to  eliminate  any  confusion  which  may  exist  concerning 
the  items  to  be  included  in  budgets  prepared  by  the  budget  committee 
and  posted  with  the  Town  Warrant  by  the  Selectmen,  the  following 
comments  are  offered: 

1)  The  budget  committee  must  consider  every  appropriation  that 
may  be  acted  on  at  a  town,  school  district  or  village  district  meeting, 
whether  it  is  proposed  to  raise  the  amount  currently  by  taxation,  by 
withdrawals  from  capital  reserve  funds  or  by  borrowing  through  the 
issuance  of  bonds  or  long  term  notes. 

2)  The  budget  committee  may  recommend  any  or  all  appropria- 
tions, may  submit  some  without  recommendation,  or  may  disapprove  of 
others.  The  action  taken  on  each  item  considered  by  the  budget 
committee  must  be  indicated  on  the  budget  document. 

3)  In  cases  where  the  budget  committee  has  disapproved  an 
appropriation  item,  or  where  an  appropriation  is  maintained  in  the 
warrant  but  not  on  the  final  budget  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  for 
posting,  the  voters  of  the  Town  may  not  legally  vote  on  said  items. 

4)  Funds  previously  approved  by  the  Town,  which  created  or 
increased  captial  reserve  funds,  may  not  be  withdrawn  from  such  capital 
reserve  funds  without  the  vote  of  the  Town  in  conformity  with  the 
statutory  provisions  of  Chapter  35  of  R.S.A.  Accordinly,  such  proposed 
withdrawal  must  be  duly  recorded  as  estimated  revenues,  and  likewise, 
the  appropriation  item  for  which  the  monies  are  requested  must  also  be 
included  on  the  expenditure  section  of  the  annual  budget  form. 

Surety  Bonds: 

Town  officer's  surety  bonds  should  be  increased  in  amount,  as 
indicated  herewith: 

Town  Treasurer:  From  $3,000.00  to  $26,000.00 
Town  Clerk:  From  $2,000.00  to  $7,000.00 

Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  general  books  of  the  Town  consist  of  cash  journals  wherein 
receipts  and  expenditures  are  recorded  and  classified  as  to  source  and 
purpose.  A  general  ledger  with  proprietary  accounts  is  not  maintained. 

Expenditures  are  recognized  when  paid  and  revenues  are  reported 
when  monies  are  received,  with  the  exception  of  revenues  derived  from 
taxes  assessed.  The  latter  are  deemed  realized  when  tax  warrants  are 
committed  to  the  Tax  Collector. 
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The  books  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  maintained  in  good 
order.  Some  dupHcation  of  records,  however,  was  noted  with  respect  to 
the  forms  and  procedures  currently  in  use  for  processing  payments  of 
town  obligations.  This  matter  was  discussed  with  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

To  overcome  this  problem,  we  recommended  the  adoption  of  a 
combined  voucher  and  check  form  for  the  administration  of  the 
disbursement  process.  This  is  a  system  which  is  simple  in  design, 
provides  all  of  the  controls  desired,  and  yet  can  be  operated  with  a 
single  form,  as  opposed  to  the  two  documents  required  under  the 
present  method  of  effecting  disbursements.  The  majority  of  the  com- 
munities in  the  State  use  this  system  effectively. 

Inasmuch  as  both  vouchers  and  checks  will  bear  identical  serial 
numbers,  the  information  recorded  in  the  Selectmen's  disbursements 
journals  will  at  all  times  correspond  with  the  data  contained  in  the 
Treasurer's  cash  book.  This  step  will  eliminate  the  need  for  additional 
cross-reference  of  information  between  the  two  sets  of  records. 

Treasurer: 

We  noted  that  there  were  no  receipts  or  deposits  recorded  in  the 
Treasurer's  cash  book  for  the  months  of  January  and  February.  Further- 
more, the  first  deposit  credited  to  the  Treasurer's  account  by  the  bank, 
on  account  of  1969  receipts,  was  dated  March  25;  likewise,  there  were 
no  receipts  or  deposits  entered  in  the  said  cash  book  during  the  month 
of  July,  1969. 

The  records  of  other  town  officials  indicate  that  remittances  were 
made  to  the  Treasurer  during  the  aforementioned  periods.  Therefore,  it 
would  appear  that  the  Treasurer  had  not  deposited  funds  received  in 
1969  as  promptly  as  prudent  practice  would  require. 

Totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  Treasurer's  cash  book 
were  not  accumulated  during  the  year.  It  would  be  preferable  for  the 
Treasurer  to  show  cumulative  totals  to  date  at  all  times  during  the  year. 
The  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  account  at  any  point  during  the  year 
should  be  shown  in  the  column  provided  for  this  purpose.  This  amount, 
of  course,  should  agree  with  the  reconciled  book  balance  at  the  end  of 
each  month. 

Tax  Collector: 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Tax  Collector  to  reHst  all 
uncollected  taxes  at  the  tend  of  a  fiscal  year  on  such  blank  pages  as  are 
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available  at  the  end  of  the  tax  warrants,  for  the  intended  purpose  of 
simplifying  the  location  of  uncollected  taxes  in  the  subsequent  year.  In 
addition,  the  collector  has  obtained  new  warrants  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  covering  these  uncoUected  taxes. 

The  practice  cited  above  should  be  discontinued  inasmuch  as  the 
tax  warrants  and  lists,  once  committed  to  the  Collector,  become 
permanent  records.  The  Collector's  responsibility,  therefore,  is  not 
discharged  until  taxes  contained  therein  are  either  fully  collected  or 
abated.  The  issuance  of  new  warrants  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  for 
uncollected  taxes  shown  on  the  Collector's  list  has  the  effect  of  creating 
duplicate  charges  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

Individual  abatements  must  be  and  were  posted  direct  to  taxpayers 
accounts  in  the  tax  warrants.  A  copy  of  each  abatement  was  retained  by 
the  Tax  Collector  as  required.  It  is  not  necessary,  however,  for  the 
Collector  to  make  a  separate  list  of  abatements  issued  in  the  tax 
warrants  as  has  been  done. 

With  respect  to  tax  sale  accounts,  the  Collector's  tax  sale  record 
book  is  a  permanent  record.  Tax  sales  therein  must  be  segregated  by 
levies.  Unredeemed  taxes  on  account  of  one  levy  should  not  be 
commingled  with  unredeemed  taxes  of  other  levies.  Also,  liens  acquired 
by  the  town  at  a  Collector's  sale  of  real  estate  should  be  segregated 
from  hens  acquired  by  other  individuals.  Collection  or  abatement  dates 
posted  to  tax  warrants  or  tax  sale  records  should  include  the  year,  as 
well  as  day  and  month  of  receipt. 

Town  Clerk: 

The  mileage  rates  on  the  basis  of  which  motor  vehicle  permit  fees 
are  computed  should  be  applied  on  a  calendar  year  basis. 

Trust  Funds: 

Detail  records  of  individual  trust  funds,  including  common  trust 
funds  of  cemetery  accounts  are  required  to  be  kept  by  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds.  These  records  should  show  the  principal  contributions, 
income  and  method  of  investment  attributable  to  each  individual  fund. 

Indivdual  records  of  the  cemetery  trust  accounts  were  not  made 
available  to  the  auditors  during  the  course  of  this  audit. 
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Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  R.S.A.  71:27-a  (Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of 
1955)  require  that  the  summary  of  findings  are  recommendations  of  the 
auditors  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
report  of  the  Town.  The  audit  report  may  be  published  in  full  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but  his  letter  of  transmittal  must 
be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  town  officials  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  HEADQUARTERS 

(Cover  Story) 

The  new  headquarters  of  the  poHce  department  has  a  long  history 
of  112  years.  With  the  decision  of  the  Town  to  establish  a  full-time 
police  chief,  it  was  necessary  to  fumish  a  building  to  house  the 
department. 

With  the  demise  of  the  local  legion  post  and  with  least  expense  to 
the  Town,  the  logical  place  for  the  department  appeared  to  be  in  the 
old  fire  house. 

In  1859  orders  were  drawn  for  an  engine  house  at  $400.00  and 
$100.00  to  Leonard  W.  Farley  for  a  house  for  the  old  hand  tub. 

In  1876  the  building  was  altered  to  house  the  hearse,  using  one 
side  of  the  ground  floor. 

Two  years  later,  A.H.  Wood  was  paid  $11.00  to  fit  part  of  the 
basement  to  house  tramps.  Mentioned  in  the  Town  Reports  was 
payment  of  $31.08  for  66  tramps. 

Commander  Boutwell  in  1885  reported  that  the  local  G.A.R. 
Chapter  could  use  the  upstairs  hall,  by  making  it  useable.  The  town 
voted  to  lease  the  hall  to  the  G.A.R. 

In  1893  the  town  voted  to  purchase  a  set  of  hay  scales  at  a  cost 
of  $473.15,  the  weighing  to  be  done  from  the  basement. 

The  building  in  1902  housed  two  engines,  the  "Always  Ready" 
and  the  "Defender". 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  formed  in  1912  continued  the  Memorial 
Day  programs. 

In  1946,  the  local  post  of  the  American  Legion  was  formed  and 
had  charge  of  Memorial  Day  services  until  disbanding  in  1969. 

The  Mollis  Fire  Department  moved  from  this  old  building  to  their 
new  one  in  April  of  1950. 

A  great  deal  of  volunteer  work  was  done  to  the  ground  floor  last 
fall  to  form  attractive  and  efficient  offices  with  counter  space  for  the 
HoUis  Police  Department.  There  is  still  more  work  to  be  done  especially 
in  the  basement. 

Now  the  town  has  a  police  department  headquarters  of  which  they 
may  be  proud. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  changes  in  the  poHce  department, 
with  the  institution  of  a  new,  full-time  Chief  of  PoUce,  and  the 
revitalization  of  a  town  building  to  house  the  police  department. 

With  such  changes,  new  and  previously  unrecognized  problems 
have  been  uncovered,  and  new  methods  have  been  formulated  to  deal 
with  such  difficulties. 

Every  year  brings  an  increase  in  the  number  of  crimes  committed 
and  the  number  of  complaints  and  reports  received  by  the  police 
department.  This  increase  is  especially  acute  when  a  department  makes 
the  transition  from  a  part-time  to  a  full-time  character.  With  increases  in 
reporting,  greater  care  is  required  by  the  police  officers  in  reporting, 
investigating  and  filing  complaints  so  that  they  might  be  retained  in  the 
proper  manner  and  allow  easy  retrieval.  A  new  and  more  comprehensive 
filing  system  has  been  added  to  the  department  for  this  reason. 

The  department  sought  and  received  federal  funds  from  several 
sources  for  the  purchase  of  communication  equipment  and  camera 
supplies;  this  equipment  was  purchased  without  any  cost  to  the  Town  of 
Hollis.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  year  will  bring  more  federal 
programs  to  Hollis. 

As  far  as  priorities  are  concerned,  the  police  department  has 
recognized  that  adequate  protection  to  and  service  for  the  community 
requires  additional  personnel.  One  man  cannot  undertake  to  accompHsh 
all  the  duties  encumbant  on  the  police  agency  in  a  town  the  size  of 
Hollis;  more  specifically,  one  man  cannot  even  attempt  to  carry  out  his 
duties  as  Chief  of  Police  if  he  is  forced  to  handle  all  other  problems  in 
police  work  all  the  time. 

It  is  thought  that  the  Town  of  Hollis  has  taken  a  big  step  forward 
in  its  police  department  in  the  past  year.  It  is  further  anticipated  that 
the  next  year  will  bring  significant  dividends  to  the  citizens  of  Hollis 
who  have  thought  enough  about  their  security  to  provide  themselves 
with  progressive  law  enforcement.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

I  am  happy  to  submit  a  negative  report  for  1970,  which  means 
there  were  no  natural  disasters  or  nuclear  wars  declared  within  the 
confines  of  our  town. 

In  a  more  serious  vein,  we  have  managed  to  reasonably  follow  the 
State  efforts  to  establish  emergency  backup  for  natural  disasters  (floods, 
hurricanes,  power  blackouts  etc.)  and  to  support,  where  possible,  our 
police  and  fire  departments,  while  resisting  Federal  pressure  to  build 
Fall-Out  Shelters,  Radiological  Monitoring  Stations,  etc.  Our  program 
now  includes: 

a.  A  Civil  Defense  Town  Plan  which  includes  the  establishment  of 
emergency  units  such  as,  medical  teams,  welfare  services,  etc. 

b.  Repairing  and  making  operational  the  Civil  Defense  radio 
station  located  in  the  town  hall  basement.  This  station  is  now  linked 
into  the  State  Civil  Defense  radio  net. 

c.  Repairing  the  Civil  Defense  generator,  also  located  in  the  town 
hall  basement.  This  now  gives  us  emergency  power  for  the  town  hall  and 
police/fire  radios  in  case  of  power  failure. 

Our  major  goal  was  to  reestabHsh  the  town's  eligibility  for  surplus 
property,  since  in  the  past  much  of  the  town's  emergency  equipment 
was  procured  through  Civil  Defense  channels.  After  completing  reams  of 
essential  (and  much  non-essential)  governmental  paper  work,  this  goal 
has  been  reached.  While  surplus  property  is  presently  limited,  it  is  felt 
that  as  the  Viet  Nam  emergency  lessens  much  more  property  will  be 
available  in  the  future.  In  the  meantime  we  have  managed  to  acquire  (at 
very  low  cost)  such  items  as  a  resuscitator  for  the  fire  department; 
office  equipment  for  the  police  station,  and  such  minor  items  as 
stretchers,  welding  rods,  lubricants,  work  tools. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  members  of  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments  for  their  understanding  and  excellent  support.

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FIRE  CHIEFS  REPORT 

The  Mollis  Fire  Department  answered  86  calls  requiring  an  active 
response.  Some  v/ere  also  received  which  required  only  one  mans 
attention  for  investigation  and  were  not  noted  on  the  active  list.  Mutual 
aid  was  given  to  our  neighbors  8  times  and  we  received  aid  from  5  of 
them.  First  aid,  resuscitation,  accidents  and  rescue  required  26 
responses.  Also  3  smoke  calls,  1  chimney  fire,  5  vehicle  fires,  4  electrical 
fires,  smoking  motors,  dryers,  and  a  T.V.  set,  2  oil  burners,  21  grass, 
brush  or  incenerator  fires,  4  dump  fires,  1  bomb  scare  and  1  alarm  from 
the  church  system. 

There  were  seven  building  fires,  the  most  serious  being  the  partial 
destruction  of  the  Nashua  Precast  plant.  Three  partition  fires  resulted  in 
relatively  minor  damage  to  the  homes  involved.  Other  calls  were  caused 
by  burning  wax  in  kettles  and  steam  from  faulty  hot  water  systems. 

The  Fire  Department  telephone  system  logged  996  calls  which 
does  not  include  any  direct  calls  to  the  Department  Chiefs  or  members. 
There  were  378  radio  messages  logged  during  the  times  any  equipment 
was  in  service. 

The  new  Command  and  Rescue  Van  has  fulfilled  its  anticipated 
use.  It  answered  its  first  call  two  hours  after  being  put  in  service  and  is 
proving  to  be  the  busiest  vehicle  in  the  Department.  Tools  carried 
include  various  wrench  sets,  hammers,  axes,  hand  saws,  bars,  shovels,  a 
chain  saw,  electric  generator,  smoke  ejector,  hydraulic  and  air-driven 
rescue  tools,  as  well  as  a  large  varity  of  First  Aid  tools  such  as  bandages, 
splints,  stretchers,  and  resusciatators.  More  equipment  will  be  added  as 
required  and  as  funds  are  available. 

It  is  extremely  important  in  asking  for  help  for  any  emergency 
that  you  give  your  full  name,  street  name  and  number  and  the 
seriousness  and  kind  of  emergency.  If  needed,  name  the  former  owner 
of  your  house  or  a  near  neighbor.  If  not  at  your  own  home,  tell  your 
location.  This  may  seem  strange  but  it  does  happen,  for  example:  "This 
is  Mr.  A.  of  20  East  Road  and  my  car  is  on  fire."  They  do  not  say  they 
are  not  at  home,  and  actually  are  out  on  some  other  road.  Do  not  hang 
the  phone  up  but  stay  on  long  enough  to  answer  any  questions  so  that 
we  may  give  quicker  and  better  service. 

Heed  the  advice  of  newspaper  articles  or  mailed  items.  This  is 
done  for  the  benefit  of  everyone. 
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As  this  is  my  final  report  to  you  as  Fire  Chief,  I  would  like  to 
thank  everyone  for  the  help  given  to  me  over  the  years  I  have  served 
you.  To  all  the  past  and  present  members  of  the  Department  I 
appreciate  your  cooperation  in  all  our  endeavors.  To  all  the  people  of 
HoUis  a  grateful  thank  you  for  providing  the  equipment  so  that  we  can 
point  with  pride  and  say  those  men  and  trucks  are  the  HoUis  Fire 
Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet  in 
part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and  favorable  weather 
conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  debris 
burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would 
drastically  change  this  picture-to  bring  about  this  change  we  make  the 
following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit  to  burn 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit  covers  waste 
burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash 
and  brush  burning  such  buming  is  restricted  by  regulation  prior  to  9:00 
A.M.  and  after  5:00  P.M.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time  under 
normal  conitions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  District  Chief  and  a 
written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the 
complete  cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  children, 
keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this  action  will  help  to  prevent 
fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try  to  explain  this  to 
your  child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by 
the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and  smoking 
material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In  all  cases,  make  sure 
that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is  out,  dead  out.  Smokey  says, 
"Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites  you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a 
good  example  for  others  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and  protection  of  our 
environment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 

The  major  activity  of  the  year  was  construction  of  an  access  road 
into  the  Spaulding  Park  area  from  the  parking  lot  of  Silver  Lake  State 
Park.  Lumber  sawed  from  logs  cut  along  the  right-of-way  of  this  road  is 
being  utilized  by  the  high  school  Vocational  Trades  classes.  The  road 
was  bulldozed  with  the  help  of  a  work  crew  from  the  State  Forestry 
Department  the  banks  were  graded  and  stabilized. 

To  complete  this  road,  an  existing  drainage  ditch  at  the  rear  of  the 
parking  lot  was  brushed  and  dug  out,  a  corrugated  metal  culvert 
installed,  and  fieldstone  headwalls  built.  Several  loads  of  gravel  were 
hauled  in  and  graded,  covering  the  culvert  and  providing  additional  fill 
in  a  muddy  portion  of  the  road.  The  road  banks  along  this  section  were 
covered  with  loam,  obtained  while  clearing  the  drainage  ditch,  and 
graded.  Assistance  from  Charles  Dow  and  the  Highway  Department  was 
invaluable  on  this  project. 

Cultural  operations  were  continued  this  year.  No  pruning  of  white 
pine  crop  trees  was  done,  but  thinning  and  releasing  operations  were 
carried  out.  Lumber  from  a  commercial  thinning  in  the  Spaulding  Park 
area  went  to  the  High  School.  Low  grade  logs  from  a  release  cutting  on 
the  Dickerman  Lot  were  sold  to  Hopkins  Box  Shop  in  Milford. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Town  Forest  was  visited  by  several  organized 
groups  for  nature  study.  One  group  came  all  the  way  from  Camp 
Monadnock  in  Dublin,  primarily  to  observe  the  Parker  Pond  Bog. 

Recreationists  are  increasingly  finding  the  suitability  of  this  area 
for  their  activities  as  the  numerous  skimobile,  cross-country  ski  and 
snowshoe  tracks  attest. 

True  multiple  use  of  this  resource  is  becoming  an  actuality. 
Streams  flowing  from  this  acreage  helps  provide  the  city  of  Nashua  with 
a  constant  quantity  and  quality  of  potable  water.  Lumber  is  constantly 
being  produced,  the  quality  of  which  is  being  improved  because  of  the 
management  practices  that  have  been,  and  are  being  carried  out.  The 
value  of  this  area,  as  open  space  and  a  place  where  various  pastoral 
activities  can  be  carried  out  by  the  citizens  of  HoUis,  is  becoming 
increasingly  evident. 

More  and  more  the  Town  Forest  is  becoming  the  Town's  Forest.

Hollis,  New  Hampshire 
Progress  Report 

1970 

During  1970,  The  Conservation  Commission  completed  purchase 
of  a  ten  acre  tract  of  land  on  the  Nashua  River  from  the  Rich  Tree 
Farms  and  Forestry  Corp.  which  brought  its  total  landholdings  to  42)6. 
acres. 

The  town  appropriated  $1,000.  for  the  Conservation  Commission 
fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  Spaulding  Potter  Trust  to  be  eligible  for 
50%  matching  funds.  An  amount  of  $500  was  received  from  the  trust. 
These  funds  will  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  wetlands  and  woodlands 
which  will  aid  in  conserving  the  ground  water  table  in  Hollis  and  provide 
natural  areas  for  conserving  wildlife  and  for  the  enjoyment  and  educa- 
tion of  the  public. 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  with  members  of  the  Forestry 
Committee  to  discuss  ways  in  which  they  could  work  together  on 
projects  of  mutual  interest. 

The  Commission  has  a  map  showing  the  flood  plain  of  the  Nashua 
River  prepared  from  water  levels  during  the  1939  flood.  The  Commis- 
sion has  asked  the  planning  board  to  incorporate  flood  plain  zoning  in 
Hollis  by-laws.  The  Commission  also  has  available  a  Soil  Conservation 
Service  Map  showing  the  results  of  percolation  tests  in  HoUis. 

The  Conservation  Commission  prepared  an  ecological  and  natural 
resource  inventory  and  map  of  Hollis  for  Mr.  Roy  Mann,  a  landscape 
architect  who  is  developing  a  comprehensive  regional  plan  proposal  for 
the  Nashua  River.  The  Commission  has  continued  to  support  the  Nashua 
River  Watershed  Association  which  has  completed  a  preliminary  report 
on  the  proposed  Nashua  River  Green  way.  A  copy  of  this  report  has 
been  given  to  the  planning  board  for  use  in  preparing  the  town  plan. 

During  1970,  The  Commission  joined  the  Conservation  Law 
Foundation  Inc.,  made  a  donation  to  the  Nissitissit  River  Trust,  gave  the 
Elementary  School  a  magazine  subscription  and  sponsored  the  4th 
annual  Clean-up  Day  in  Hollis.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1970  to  us  in  the  Highway  Department  was  a  very  productive 
year. 

The  winter  was  not  that  bad,  snow  storms  were  more  or  less 
spread  out  but  the  ice  problem  make  it  necessary  to  use  more  salt  and 
sand  to  insure  safer  travehng  for  the  school  buses  and  the  general  public. 
Traffic  of  all  types  is  growing  more  every  year. 

Early  spring  work  started  with  the  elimination  of  a  very  much 
shaded  spot  on  So.  Merrimack  Road  by  the  cutting  and  burning  of  the 
trees  and  brush  which  had  helped  to  hold  the  ice  for  long  periods  of 
time  in  the  winter.  A  number  of  trees  were  also  cut  and  brush  burned 
on  the  sides  of  Rideout  Road  and  Ranger  Road  where  some  widening 
was  done.  Spring  graveling  and  routine  grading  was  accompHshed  in  due 
time,  along  with  the  usual  maintenance  of  paved  roads.  Some  more  of 
the  old  culverts  were  replaced  with  either  metal  or  concrete  pipe  and  a 
muddy  portion  of  Federal  Hill  was  graveled. 

The  bridge  over  Witches  Brook  on  So.  Merrimack  Road  was 
replaced  with  a  large  steel  pipe  matching  the  pipe  the  State  Highway 
installed  further  down  the  brook  on  Rt.  101 A  near  the  Jet.  of  the  Camp 
Sargent  Road. 

Other  projects  were  the  widening  of  a  portion  of  Pierce  Lane  and 
on  No.  Pepperell  Road  from  Worcester  Road  to  the  State  Line. 

Surfacing  of  paved  roads  was  carried  out  on  Worcester,  Blood, 
Dow  and  Wright  Roads  also  Twiss  Lane,  Flint  Pond  Drive  and  a  portion 
of  Maple  Knoll  Drive,  more  would  have  been  done  but  asphalt  was  not 
available. 

The  T.R.A.  projects  this  year  were  to  finish  Howe  Lane  to  the 
sealing  stage  which  was  not  completed  due  to  the  breakdown  of  the 
spreader  truck  which  was  not  repaired  until  too  late  in  the  season.  The 
rebuilding  of  Jewett  Road  was  started  and  we  hope  to  apply  the  gravel 
early  this  spring.  If  the  pond  known  as  Goodwin's  Water  is  to  be 
maintained  the  Town  will  have  to  see  that  repairs  are  made  before  the 
road  can  be  finished. 

Thanks  to  all  of  those  who  made  the  last  Twenty-one  years  a 
period  that  I  will  never  forget.

As  the  town  of  Hollis  grows  in  population  so  grows  the  problems 
and  activities  of  this  Health  Officer.  During  the  first  part  of  1970  the 
people  living  in  the  Flint  Pond  area  experienced  having  unusually  high 
water  in  Flint  Pond.  This  problem  was  caused  by  some  of  our  four 
legged  friends  (the  beaver). 

Thanks  to  the  help  of  the  State  Health  and  Welfare  Department, 
the  Hollis  High  School  should  soon  be  having  a  new  water  supply. 

Each  year  more  dug  wells  are  becoming  contaminated  from  the 
use  of  highway  salts.  I  would  suggest  that  these  people  whose  wells  are 
lower  than  the  level  of  nearby  highways  have  drinking  water  tested  for 
possible  contamination. 

There  were  many  more  minor  problems  brought  to  my  attention 
too  numerous  to  mention.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Comprehensive  Plan  Contract  with  the  Environmental  Con 
suiting  Group,  Inc.  (formerly  Hans  Klunder  Associates),  was  approved  in 
July  1970.  HoUis'  share  of  the  cost  is  $4,460.  and  completion  is 
scheduled  for  June  1971.  Limited  Federal  funds  restricted  the  scope  of 
this  present  study  but  we  expect  to  expand  the  basic  plan  in  future 
years. 

The  scope  of  the  plan  includes: 

Land  characteristics,  existing  and  future  land  use. 

Zoning  and  sub-division  regulations. 

Transportation  and  traffice  circulation  plan. 

Community  facilities. 

Capital  improvement  and  budget. 

Housing  review  and  building  code. 

Public  hearings  will  be  held  during  April  and  May  1971,  to  permit 
everyone  to  become  familiar  with  the  plan  and  recommended  changes  in 
zoning  and  sub-division  regulations.  A  special  town  meeting  is  planned 
for  early  June  to  vote  on  these  changes. 

Two  sub-divisions  were  approved  during  1970;  a  six  lot  addition  to 
the  Laurel  Hill  Development  and  seven  lots  on  Pierce  Lane  developed  by 
John  Cadorette. 

We  reviewed  several  other  plans  for  land  development  and 
recommend  any  person  considering  major  changes  in  land  use,  review 
their  plans  with  the  board. 

State  Statutes  as  revised  during  1970,  require  approval  by  the 
Planning  Board  of  any  plan  showing  fragmentation  of  land.  This 
approval  is  necessary  before  deed  registry.  Please  contact  any  planning 
board  member  for  approval. 

The  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission,  of  which  Hollis  is  a 
member,  recently  approved  a  Program  Design  for  its  planning  activities 
for  the  next  three  years,  and  is  submitting  an  application  for  a  "701" 
Planning  Grant  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 
The  original  plan  was  submitted  in  late  1969,  and  accepted  by  the  State 
in  the  Spring  of  1970.  However,  with  Nashua  becoming  a  metropolitan 
area  (over  50,000  population),  the  application  was  withdrawn,  and 
submitted  in  a  new  form.  Federal  approval  for  the  revised  plan  is 
anticipated  by  April  1971. 
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During  the   first   year  of  the  plan,  the  Commission  proposed  to 
concentrate  its  activities  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Initiation    of   a    regional   solid   waste    management   plan    and 
program. 

2.  Development  of  a  preliminary  regional  sewer  plan  and  program. 

3.  Assistance  to  participating  communities  on  local  planning  prob- 
lems. 

4.  Preparation  and  expansion  of  existing  land  use  maps  for  each 
participating  community. 

The  Commission  has  a  current  cash  balance  of  $15,000.  to  help 
defray  a  portion  of  its  proposed  three  (3)  year  planning  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOLLIS  BOARD 
OF  SELECTMEN 

In  taking  the  pulse  of  the  community  at  the  close  of  1970,  the 
Selectmen  find  reasons  for  great  optimism  as  well  as  some  concern.  The 
town  is  striving  to  meet  the  challenge  of  educating  its  children  properly, 
in  spite  of  the  current  economic  decline,  and  maintain  and  improve 
town  services  at  the  same  time.  This  year  saw  the  second  and  concluding 
year's  work  of  reappraising  the  taxable  property  using  the  services  of  a 
professional  outside  appraiser.  As  a  result  the  tax  base  has  been 
expanded  from  the  former  total  figure  of  $8,095,880  to  a  new  figure  of 
$17,924,025. 

The  total  amount  to  be  raised  by  property  tax  increased  from 
$582,903.36  on  a  $72,  rate  in  1969  to  $665,452.24  on  a  rate  of 
$37.80. 

The  Selectmen  propose  to  continue  to  use  the  services  of  an 
outside  appraiser  in  1971  to  keep  values  current  and  develop  further 
information  on  property  values. 

The  town  expressed  a  desire  at  Town  Meeting  1970  to  hire  a  full 
time  police  chief.  The  selectmen  established  a  policy  study  committee  to 
evaluate  the  needs.  Candidates  were  interviewed  by  both  the  selectmen 
and  study  groups  throughout  the  summer  as  well  as  the  New  Hampshire 
Police  Chiefs  Association.  Robert  Goulette  had  the  best  qualifications 
and  took  over  on  August  1,  1970.  He  is  hired  for  one  year  and  at  the 
end  of  that  period  will  be  re-interviewed  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Study 
Committee  and  the  Police  Chiefs  Association.  At  this  time  the  future 
course  of  the  Hollis  Police  Department  will  be  considered.  Results 
within  the  department  to  date  have  been  very  good.  Methods  and 
equipment  and  training  are  being  improved;  protection  to  the  residents 
is  better. 

In  the  Highway  Department,  Charles  Dow  has  completed  the 
project  on  Howe  Lane  and  started  preparing  Jewett  Lane  for  TRA  work 
in  1971.  The  bridge  on  South  Merrimack  Road  was  replaced  with  a  new 
oval  steel  culvert.  This  should  now  be  safe  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
annual  surface  treatment  on  a  portion  of  the  town's  black  roads  was 
done  plus  improvement  on  Pierce  Lane  and  widening  and  bush  removal 
on  other  trouble  spots.  The  work  on  the  current  town  shed  to  house  the 
loader  was  completed  last  winter  in  spare  moments  which  were  not  too 
frequent.  Much  else  could  be  listed  to  Mr.  Dow's  credit  but  space  does 
not  permit.  Suffice  to  say  that  a  resident  retuming  to  Hollis  can  always 
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spot   the   town  line  by  the   improvement  in  the  road,  particularly  in 
winter. 

The  Planning  board  is  now  actively  engaged  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Planning  and  Development  Commission  on  the  comprehensive 
town  plan.  Under  the  able  direction  of  Howard  Hunt,  work  is 
progressing  well  and  results  will  emerge  in  the  next  several  months.  Of 
all  the  various  groups  active  within  the  town,  the  Planning  Board  has 
probably  the  most  critical  task  in  guiding  the  town's  growth. 

In  conclusion,  the  Selectmen  feel  the  town  is  in  a  health  condition 
but  feel  that  with  the  economy  unsettled,  caution  must  be  used  in 
planning  budgets  for  the  upcoming  year.

Motion  by  George  Whelton  to  accept  the  budget  as  printed  with 
any  additions  already  voted.  Seconded.  Carried. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:55  P.M.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  SCHOOL  MEETING 

March  9,  1970 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  HoUis  School  District  was  held  at  8:00 
p.m.  at  the  Walter's  Auditorium  on  Monday,  March  9,  1970  with  about 
325  voters  present.  Moderator  Warren  Towne  called  the  meeting  to 
order  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant.  Prayer  of  invocation  was  given  by 
Reverend  Mitchell. 

Article  I:  Voted  to  pass  over  this  article  and  act  on  it  with  Article 
VI. 

Article  II:  Voted  to  accept  all  reports  as  printed  in  the  School 
Report. 

Article  III:  Voted  that  this  article  be  passed  over  without  action. 

Article  IV:  Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  school  district  any  or  all 
grants  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government  or  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  from  any  other  source. 

Article  V:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,500  to 
provide  the  additional  funds  required  in  connection  with  the  acquisition 
of  a  future  school  site. 

Article  VI:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$796,285.84  of  which  $7,500  was  previously  voted  in  Article  V,  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of 
the  district. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  articles  was  declared  by  the  moderator 
to  have  been  adopted  in  the  affirmative.  On  a  motion  by  Mr.  Harris, 
duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9:40  p.m.

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ADMINISTRATOR'S  SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  HoUis: 

The  year  into  the  decades  of  the  70' s  has  passed  quickly  and  with 
it  some  of  the  educational  goals  that  have  been  set  for  the  decade  have 
been  met. 

Change  continues  to  be  especially  urgent  as  we  provide  education 
for  increasing  number  of  students,  for  longer  spans  of  productive  Ufe,  at 
far  higher  levels  of  understanding,  competence,  and  skills  and  always 
with  the  goals  of  strengthening  our  democratic  way  of  life. 

Educating  is  never  an  easy  task  in  this  age  of  constant  change  and 
discovery.  To  encourage  individual  potentialities  we  must  keep  looking 
at  the  child  in  a  multi-dimensional  way  if  we  are  to  understand  what  is 
happening  to  this  generation.  A  fresh  look  is  required  due  to  the  rapid 
change  in  the  child's  environment. 

The  task  calls  for  continued  re-examination  and  realignment  of 
educational  priorities  to  see  that  what  we  are  doing  is  the  best  that  can 
be  done.  In  this  re-examination,  we  continue  to  include  all  the 
component  parts  of  a  school  —  students,  staff,  curriculum,  and  facilities. 

In  1970  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  passed  Minimum  Standards 
for  elementary  schools  which  must  be  met  by  1972.  Elementary 
Minimum  Standards  require  that  greater  impetus  be  given  in  the  fields  of 
Art,  Physical  Education,  Music,  Health  and  Library.  Additional  staff 
members  are  needed  in  order  to  meet  these  minimum  standards. 

We  do  not  want  to  settle  for  "minimum  standards".  Therefore,  we 
suggest  that  we  try  to  fulfill  minimum  standards  as  soon  as  possible  so 
that  we  may  then  head  for  '*more  than  the  minimum"  in  our 
elementary  schools. 

At  the  August  13,  1970  meeting  of  the  Hollis  School  Board,  the 
following  policy  was  enacted.  Children  with  a  sixth  birthday  after 
September  30th  may  not  enter  school  until  the  following  school  year.  If 
a  parent  has  a  child  with  a  sixth  birthdate  before  September  30th  and 
feels  the  child  is  not  ready  for  school  in  that  year,  he  may  keep  him  out 
of  school  by  notifying  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and/or  School 
Board.  This  is  in  compliance  with  the  State  Attendance  Law. 

The  new  policy  will  go  into  effect  January  1,  1971  and  will  affect 
those  children  who  are  scheduled  to  enter  school  in  September  of  1971. 

Teachers  and  representatives  of  local  nursery  school  and 
kindergarten  were  consulted  and  felt  such  a  regulation  as  the  one  being 
considered  by  the  Board  was  needed. 

The  Board  passed  the  regulation  now  to  give  parents  a  year's 
notice,  so  they  will  not  enroll  their  youngsters  in  pre-schools  a  year  too 
soon. 
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CONCLUSION 

It  is  the  citizens'  responsibility  to  continue  to  invest  in  the  kind  of 
education  which  will  produce  good  future  citizens.  This  responsibility 
costs  money,  but  it  is  an  investment  we  can  ill  afford  to  ignore.  For  it  is 
the  purpose  of  our  school  system  to  provide  such  opportunities  that  our 
young  people  may  develop  to  the  full  extent  of  their  ability  and  become 
responsible,  contributing  citizens  of  our  community,  state  and  nation. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  staff  and  citizens  of  Mollis,  School  Board 
members  and  all  others  who  have  helped  to  make  our  first  year  into  the 
new  decade  a  successful  one.

The  enrollment  at  the  HoUis  Elementary  School  as  of  December 
31,  1970  was  390.  This  is  an  increase  of  28  students  since  December  31, 
1969. 

In  late  August,  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  teachers  had  several 
meetings  at  the  school  to  decide  on  grouping  for  these  youngsters  as 
there  would  be  32  to  35  students  per  classroom. 

It  was  necessary  to  split  the  youngsters  into  a  special  group  for 
Reading  and  Math  instruction.  Mrs.  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Bissig  each  take 
ten  students  for  a  more  individualized  approach  to  the  teaching  of 
reading  and  math.  They  both  work  with  these  youngsters  for  the  entire 
morning. 

There  are  two  major  drawbacks  to  this  answer  to  overcrowding  in 
grades  five  and  six.  The  first  drawback  is  that  Mrs.  Bissig  meets  in  the 
Resource  Center  for  the  entire  morning  which  means  it  is  not  available 
to  the  other  students.  Mrs.  Johnson's  group  is  crowded  into  the  former 
conference  room.  The  second  major  drawback  is  that  Mrs.  Johnson  is 
our  regular  Special  Education  teacher  and  is,  therefore,  not  available  for 
"special"  work  until  after  lunch. 

We  have  eight  youngsters  receiving  individual  help  from  Mrs. 
Philbrick  four  days  a  week.  This  is  made  possible  through  a  Federal 
Grant  (Title  I)  which  is  under  the  very  capable  direction  of  Miss 
Ciaraldi,  Guidance  Counselor  for  Supervisory  Union  No.  40. 

Miss  Ann  Shervanian  is  our  school  Speech  Therapist  and  has  been 
working  with  youngsters  with  speech  problems. 

Mrs.  Betty  Hall,  Supervisory  Union  No.  40  Reading  Consultant, 
continues  to  help  teachers  with  new  and  improved  reading  techniques. 

Mr.  Bigelow  is  new  to  the  HoUis  system  this  year  and  has 
generated  real  enthusiasm  in  the  Elementary  Music  Program.  He  was  the 
coordinator  of  our  Christmas  Concert.  We  were  especially  appreciative  of 
the  performance  given  by  the  Town  Band  at  the  Christmas  Concert 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bigelow. 

We  welcome  Mrs.  Mary  Rusch  to  our  staff.  She  is  working  at  both 
the  Elementary  and  High  Schools  instructing  Art. 

Mrs.  Inez  Morrison,  school  nurse,  is  doing  a  very  capable  job  in 
tending  for  our  injured  and  sick  youngsters.  Mrs.  Morrison  also  arranges 
with  the  school  doctor  for  physical  exams  as  well  as  conducting  hearing 
and  vision  tests  herself.  She  is  also  coordinator  of  services  offered  by  the

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Janet  Revoir  is  working  full  time  as  secretary  at  the  school, 
and  her  help  is  most  appreciated  by  all. 

Mrs.  Cynthia  Chrystal  and  Mrs.  Linda  Marvell  are  serving  as 
teacher  aides.  They  have  become  a  very  important  part  of  our  school 
staff. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Elsie 
Towne.  We  had  a  state  inspection  of  our  program  and  it  was  given  an 
excellent  rating.  The  State  recommended  it  to  the  Educational 
Television  Station.  It  was  used  as  part  of  a  television  special  on  Hot 
Lunch  Programs  in  the  State.  We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Towne 
as  our  director  of  Hot  Lunch  Service. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  entire  school  staff  for  making  my  first 
year  at  HoUis  enjoyable.  They  have  been  most  cooperative  in  giving  of 
their  own  time  and  talents  for  the  purpose  of  what  is  best  for  the 
youngsters. 
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HOLLIS  AREA  JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  year  1970  was  the  first  full  year  for  Hollis  AREA  High 
School  operating  under  the  AREA  Plan.  At  the  present  time,  we  have 
130  students  from  Brookline  in  grades  7-11  and  355  students  from 
Hollis  in  grades  7-12.  Next  year  we  will  have  approximately  160 
students  from  Brookline  in  grades  7-12  or  approximately  30%  of  the 
school  population. 

Much  time  this  year  has  been  spent  on  discussing  ways  of 
alleviating  the  over-crowded  conditions  in  our  building.  With  our 
enrollment  next  year  going  well  over  the  500  pupil  mark,  space 
limitations  will  severely  hamper  the  flexibility  and  quality  of  our 
educational  program.  We  feel  that  the  most  logical  solution  is  to  remove 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  from  our  building.  This  would  leave 
us  with  a  four  year  high  school,  with  an  eventual  enrollment  of  400, 
that  could  make  optimum  use  of  the  educational  facilities  available.  It  is 
our  feeling  also  that,  in  both  educational  and  social  aspects,  it  is  much 
wiser  not  to  have  12  and  13  year  old  students  in  the  same  building  with 
students  who  are  17  and  18  years  old. 

The  Humanities  Department  remains  at  the  core  of  our  curriculum 
and  continues  to  receive  praise  from  around  the  state.  Members  of  our 
department  presented  our  program  at  a  seminar  on  teaching  held  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  program  was  highly  acclaimed  by 
State  Department  of  Education  consultants  in  both  English  and  Social 
Studies.  Three  members  of  the  department,  Joel  Mitchell,  Gerald 
Rinehart  and  Roger  McEnnis,  were  invited  to  address  the  convention  of 
the  New  England  Council  of  Teachers  of  English.  Once  again,  our 
program  came  in  for  the  highest  of  praise.  Four  members  of  the 
department  worked  in  the  school  last  summer  revising  areas  of  the 
curriculum,  especially  concerning  students  with  learning  difficulties. 
Other  members  of  the  department  were  enrolled  in  programs  at 
Bowdoin,  Dartmouth,  Middlebury  and  Wesleyan. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  has  initiated  a  course  entitled 
"Building  Trades".  The  course  is  designed  to  give  students  practical 
experience  in  all  areas  of  the  Building  Trades  Industry.  A  survey  of  the 
local  area  has  shown  a  ready  job  market  for  graduating  students  with 
skill  in  this  area.  The  students,  this  year,  are  constructing  a  building  for 
the  Beaver  Brook  Association  that  will  include  laboratories,  classroom, 
office  and  library  space.  All  work  is  being  done  by  the  students  right 
from  drawing  up  the  plans  through  the  finish  work.  The  building  is 
scheduled  for  completion  by  June  and  another  project  will  be  started  in 
the  fall. 
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Other  courses  have  been  added  in  the  following  areas:  Senior 
Review  Math  and  Senior  Review  English,  especially  designed  for  those 
students  who  feel  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  review  before  taking 
College  Board  Exams;  increased  offerings  in  both  Art  and  Music  so  that 
all  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  have  twelve  weeks  of  instruction  in 
each  area;  increased  offerings  in  Physical  Education  with  the  addition  of 
a  part-time  girl's  Physical  Education  instructor;  continuation  of  our 
Spanish  program  to  a  second  year;  wrought  iron  metal  work  and 
welding;  a  course  in  Human  Relations.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT  -  1970 

The  year  1970  has  sUpped  away  but  not  without  having  left  its 
many  indelible  impressions  upon  us.  Each  year  seems  a  bit  busier  than 
its  predecessor,  at  least  on  the  School  Board  calendar. 

Perhaps  the  most  gratifying  experiences  were  the  selection  of  a 
new  Superintendent,  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Thomas,  and  our  new  Elementary 
Principal,  Mr.  Gordon  W.  Bean.  These  men  create  the  effectiveness  of 
our  teaching  processes  in  the  very  early  formative  educational  years. 

A  summary  of  some  of  the  other  highlights  of  the  year,  and  not 
necessarily  in  sequence  of  importance,  might  include: 

1.  Discussions  with  the  State  relative  to  sharing  the  cost  of  a 
new  well  for  the  High  School  which  should  be  completed  during  the 
summer  of  1971,  with  a  great  deal  of  credit  going  to  Selectman,  Ralph 
Hardy,  for  his  interest  and  help. 

2.  Modernization  of  our  dress  code. 

3.  The  realization  of  a  music  program  and  band  experience 
opportunity  for  all  ages  under  the  dynamic  leadership  of  Mr.  Wilbur 
Bigelow. 

4.  The  up-dating  of  our  policy  relative  to  smoking  and  the 
estabUshment  of  a  policy  concerning  dmg  abuse. 

5.  The  cooperation  of  many  townspeople  in  studying  the  school 
needs  of  our  community,  culminating  in  the  presentation  of  plans  for  a 
"middle  school"  type  of  addition  to  the  Elementary  School,  to  be 
completed  by  September,  1972.  A  project  of  this  importance  deserved 
and  enjoyed  the  leadership  provided  by  Mr.  Winthrop  Carter. 

6.  The  many  discussions  pertaining  to  a  public  kindergarten  with 
the  dedicated  individuals  who  realize  the  importance  of  this  educational 
opportunity. 

My  hat  is  off  to  the  many  people  who  quietly  gave  of  themselves 
just  that  little  bit  more  than  is  normally  expected  in  achieving  a  school 
system  of  which  we  can  all  be  proud.
